There is no thing subtle abo ut the 
Kremlin. Fo rced by wo rld o pinio n to 
declare that it wo uld allo w J ews to 
migrate, it began ro unding them up 
o n trumped-up charges o f “ crimes 
against the sta te.” The majo r o f 
these crim es, as it turned o ut, was 
wanting to leav e the So v iet Unio n fo r 
Israel o r the United States. When 
this gav e the Kremlin ano ther black 
ey e, the So v iet leadership came up 
with ano ther gimmick— ex to rtio n. 
Where o ther So v iet citizens must 
pay ro ughly $1,000 to get an ex it 
v isa, J ews are held up fo r “ fees” 
ranging fro m $5 ,000 to $3 7 ,000, de­ 
pending o n ho w well educated and 
technically trained they are. Since 
the a v erage So v iet wage is $15 0 a 
mo nth— tha t’s so cialism fo r y o u— 
few’ if any J ews will be able to pay 
this kind o f blackmail to get o ut. 
This is what the Kremlin wants. The 
agitatio n o f J ews who want o ut has 
to rn a big ho le into Co mmunist pro p­ 
aganda that ev ery thing is co ming up 
ro ses in the So v iet Unio n. 
But the Kremlin ho pes to achiev e 
so mething else by its ex to rtio n po l­ 
icy . Misguidedly , it believ es that by 
putting a price o n freedo m, it will si­ 
lence tho se American J ewish o r- 
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ganizatio ns which hav e been de­ 
manding an o pen do o r fo r their co ­ 
religio nists in the U.S.S.R. The So ­ 
v iet Interio r Ministry , which han­ 
dles v isa s, has bluntly to ld the So v iet 
J ewry Co mmittee in Washingto n 
that “ if y o u want y o ur rela tiv es to 
lea v e, transfer thro ugh y o ur Ameri­ 
can bank the necessary amo unt and 
they will lea v e.” 


Obv io usly , the Kremlin believ es 
that if human freedo m is put o n a 
cash-and-carry basis, it will co o l 
do wn the v ario us o rganizatio ns in 
the United States and in Euro pe 
which hav e pressed fo r free em igra ­ 
tio n fro m the So v iet paradise. 


So v iet racism is no t quite as bru­ 
tal as that o f, sa y , Uganda which has 
o rdered the m ass ex pulsio n o f so me 
6 0,000 Asians— and Uganda is mo re 
humane than tho se African sta tes 
which simply “ liquidated” their m i­ 
no rities. But the So v iet Unio n is a 
wo rld po wer, seco nd o nly to the 
United States, and o ne which pro ­ 
cla im s its dev o tio n to humanity 
ev ery ho ur o n the ho ur. Its shabby 
decree which o fficially sets o ut to 
make mo ney o ut o f peo ple’s misery 
fo cuses a spo tlight o n the true nature 
o f So v iet mo rality . And it anno unces

MIAMI BEACH (N E A )- The 
Republicans’ mo derates and liber­ 
als hav en’t mo unted a really go o d 
intra-party fight fo r 20 y ears. So 
there was no reaso n their co nv entio n 
flo o r battle this time o v er 19 76 dele­ 
gate allo catio n sho uld hav e been 
mo re than the blo o dless thing it was. 
They nev er had a chance. 
The last time they wo n so mething 
big was 19 5 2, when Dwight D. Eisen­ 
ho wer to o k the no minatio n fro m 
Ro bert A. Taft. Since then, the 
OOP’s eastern-based liberal esta b­ 
lishment has lo st its grip o n the 
party in presidential y ears. 
The middle west, so uth and west 
ro se to R epublica n presidentia l 
do minance with Barry Go ldwater’s 
no minatio n in 19 6 4, stay ed in charge 
with the cho ice o f President Nix o n in 
19 6 8, and is still in co ntro l. 
Keeping that co ntro l is, in the 
judgment o f so me GOP analy sts, 
what the delegate allo catio n fight 
was all abo ut. In o ther wo rds, it is 
seen here as a sectio nal struggle, no t 
a big state-small state thing. The 
m iddle west-so uthw'est elem en ts 
fear a resurgence o f the lo ng do mi­ 
nant east. 
In the 2-to -l v o te by which the 
m o re 
co n serv a tiv e 
sectio n s 
sw amped the liberals in this co nv en­ 
tio n, the la tter’s big v o tes came 
mo stly fro m M assachusetts, Co n­ 
necticut. New Yo rk, Pennsy lv ania, 
New J ersey , Rho de Island and Ve- 
mo nt in the east. 
Only aty pical Ohio , Michigan, 
Minneso ta, Wisco nsin and Orego n 
chipped in much fro m o ther secto rs. 
At issue, o f co urse, was a pro po ­ 
sitio n to tie future delegate a llo ca ­ 
tio n much mo re clo sely than no w to 
a sta te’s party v o ting strength. This 
naturally wo uld giv e pro po rtio nate­ 
ly greater delega te numbers to the 


po pulo us eastern blo c. 
The fina l riv a l co m pro m ise, 
which triumphed 9 10 to 4 3 4 in the 
co nv entio n, did increase to tal dele­ 
gate numbers substantially fo r 19 76 
and made so me gestures to ward 
linkage with v o ting strength. But it 
co nscio usly and deliberately o v er­ 
stated the strength o f the less po pu­ 
lo us sta tes which co mprise the co re 
o f the Republicans’ presently do mi­ 
nant sectio ns. 


Co ntrary to many published re­ 
po rts, the co nserv a tiv e fo rces did 
no t do this o n the presumptio n that 
Richard Nix o n in 19 72 will win the 
electio n by do ing well in their states 
and no t in the Eastern tier. The pub­ 
lished theo ry is that the ado pted 
co mpro mise thus wo uld enhance ra­ 
ther than diminish their current ho ld 
o n the party . 


My party so urces say the situa­ 
tio n is almo st the o ther way aro und. 
The do minant co nserv ativ es are 
lo o king fo r a big Nix o n sweep in 
which he wo uld take the big eastern 
sta tes alo ng with mo st o thers. They 
do no t ex pect a sectio nal v icto ry . 
It was this fear that was decisiv e 
in this battle. The co nserv a tiv es felt 
that if eastern sta tes triumphant in 
19 72 fo r Mr. Nix o n go t 19 76 delegate 
numbers pro po rtio nate to such suc­ 
cess that the flo o d ga tes wo uld po ssi­ 
bly be o pened far wider nex t time. 
They hav e no idea what further 
changes might be made in 19 7 6 , but 
they dread the unkno wn. They see 
that y ear a s crucial to GOP chances 
o f beco ming o nce again the natio n’s 
majo rity party . They do n’t want the 
time to arriv e o nly to disco v er that 
they hav e fallen into an ungo v erna­ 
ble situatio n, with co ntro l slipping 
back to ea sterners just as party 
po wer begins to be an enduring 
prize.

In setting a price o n J ewish 
heads, the So v iet Unio n thro ws a 
blo ck o n emigratio n, but it also 
stands to pick up so me easy cash if 
the wo uld-be emigrant has rich 
American relativ es. Giv en the per­ 
v a siv e anti-Semitic pro paganda o ffi­ 
cially spread by the Kremlin, it 
wo uld seem that the So v iets wo uld 


want to get rid o f their J ews. But 
greed fo r the fast buck, alo ng with 
the fear that a m a ss ex o dus will be 
an unmistakable indictment o f so ­ 
cialism , makes the Kremlin fo rget 
its co ntro lled hatred o f J ews. 


The nature o f that hatred, pa ra ­ 
no id to say the least, is demo nstrat­ 
ed in the pamphlets thrust upo n the 
press during President Nix o n’s v isit 
last May . American repo rters were 
to ld in these pamphlets that the 
Vo ice o f America, Radio Free Eur­ 
o pe. and Radio Liberty were o wned 
and run by Zio nist co nspirato rs and 
the great J ewish banking firms. The 
charge that these o rganizatio ns are 
J ewish instruments will co me a s 
so mething o f a surprise to tho se in 
this co untry who believ e that all 
J ews are Co mmunist sy mpathizers 
running subv ersiv e errands fo r the 
Kremlin. 


The President, when he was in 
Mo sco w, stro ngly pressed fo r a re­ 
la x a tio n o f So v iet 
pro hibitio ns 
against J ewish emigratio n— and he 
was assured that his po int was well 
taken. The new ex to rtio n schem e 
has been the Kremlin’s respo nse.

Henry Kissinger did no t make his 
quickie trip to Saigo n because o f a 
breakthro ugh at the Paris peace 
talks o n Vietnam. 
It can be said with autho rity this 
meeting with President Thieu o f 
So uth Vietnam had been arranged 
befo re Kissinger’s secret sessio n 
with Hano i’s Le Due Tho in Paris. 
The Kissinger seco nd-day meeting 
with Thieu, adv ertised as “ unex ­ 
pected,” had also been arranged in 
adv ance. 
But recently captured do cuments 
rev eal No rth Vietnamese co mm an­ 
ders in the So uth hav e been o rdered 
to make preparatio ns fo r an early 
cea se-fire. They are to div ide their 
tro o ps into two ca tego ries. 
One 
gro up wo uld sta y abo v egro und and 
av ailable fo r mo v ement back to 
whatev er cea se-fire lines are de­ 
cided o n. 
But selected cadre fro m each unit 
are to make preparatio ns fo r go ing 
undergro und, and to sta y behind 
when “ a ll” No rth Vietnamese tro o ps 
o fficially march to the agreed cea se­ 
fire a reas. 
At the sa m e time, men clo se to 
the secret Paris talks say the No rth 
Vietnamese meeting with Kissinger 
in Paris hav e no t mo dified their stiff 
surrender demands in the slightest. 
They still insist o n a co alitio n go v ­ 
ernment do minated by Co mmunists, 
an American-arranged thro wo ut o f 
Thieu, co mplete U.S. withdrawal 
fro m Indo china and an end to U.S. 
aid fo r Saigo n. 
Mr. Nix o n is still ho lding o ut 
against any giv e-in o r face-sav ing 
co m pro m ise with Hano i which 
wo uld amo unt to giv ing the Co mmu­ 
nists what they demand. But this 
Nix o n determinatio n may no t last 
fo r lo ng. 
Kissinger did discuss new po ssi­ 
bilities with Thieu in Saigo n. Time is 
running sho rt befo re electio n day 
Despite the public o pinio n po lls 
sho wing him the heav y fav o rite, Mr. 
Nix o n is nerv o us abo ut No v ember, 


remembering past upsets. 
Therefo re Mr. Nix o n has a cho ice 
to make. He may decide so o n that 
any so rt o f a peace is better than no 
peace at all. He may decide to ho ld 
firm with his present co urse. He 
may attempt to straddle. 
So me men clo se to the White 
Ho use believ e that what Mr. Nix o n 
do es will be determined by Sen. 
Geo rge McGo v ern’s strength o v er 
the nex t mo nth. If the So uth Dako ­ 
tan’s po pularity rises sharply , and 
the electo ral v o te o f key sta tes 
seem s in do ubt, then Mr. Nix o n, 
these men ex pect, will co me up with 
new pro po sals 
mo re to Hano i’s 
liking. 
The No rth Vietnamese seem to 
ho ld a similar v iew. Hano i’s repre­ 
sentativ es abro ad hav e info rmed 
asso cia tes and Co mmunist leaders 
in Western Euro pe, Asia and else­ 
where they are co nv inced Mr. Nix o n 
believ es he must hav e a settlem ent 
by Octo ber to be abso lutely sure o f 
winning the presidential electio n in 
No v ember. They hav e to ld these 
co ntacts in fo reign lands they are 
go ing to wait Mr. Nix o n o ut— wait 
fo r him to surrender to their de­ 
mands with so me face-sav ing “ co m ­ 
pro mise” fo rmula. 
The attitude o f the No rth Vietna­ 
mese in the secret Paris sessio ns 
with Kissinger tends to co nfirm 
these repo rts. Le Due Tho and his 
a sso ciates are to ugher, mo re fix ed 
in their attitudes ev en than in the 
past, if that is po ssible. 
Interestingly , it is no t the co cky , 
almo st sneering attitude o f the ses­ 
sio ns which fo llo wed Kissinger’s trip 
to the So v iet Unio n. Then, the No rth 
Vietnamese were patro nizing and 
o ffended Kissinger so deeply he 
fo und it mo st difficult to co ntro l his 
anger in priv ate when he returned to 
the United States.

Fo rtuna tely , it wa s a ll a n a ct.

There is no thing subtle a bo ut the 
Kremlin. Fo rced by wo rld o pinio n to 
decla re tha t it wo uld a llo w J ews to 
migra te, it bega n ro unding them up 
o n trumped-up cha rges o f “ crimes 
a ga inst the sta te.” The ma jo r o f 
these crimes, a s it turned o ut. wa s 
wa nting to lea v e the So v iet Unio n fo r 
Isra el o r the United Sta tes. When 
this ga v e the Kremlin a no ther bla ck 
ey e, the So v iet lea dership ca me up 
with a no ther gimmick— ex to rtio n. 
Where o ther So v iet citizens must 
pa y ro ughly $1 ,000 to get a n ex it 
v isa , Jew's a re held up fo r “ fees” 
ra nging fro m $5 ,000 to $3 7 ,000, de­ 
pending o n ho w well educa ted a nd 
technica lly tra ined they a re. Since 
the a v era ge So v iet wa ge is $1 50 a 
mo nth— tha t’s so cia lism fo r y o u— 
few if a ny J ews will be a ble to pa y 
this kind o f bla ckma il to get o ut. 
This is wha t the Kremlin wa nts. The 
a gita tio n o f J ews who wa nt o ut ha s 
to rn a big ho le into Co mmunist pro p­ 
a ga nda tha t ev ery thing is co ming up 
ro ses in the So v iet Unio n.

Conservatives 
hold GOP reins

MIAMI BEACH (NEA)— The 
Republica ns’ mo dera tes a nd liber­ 
a ls ha v en’t mo unted a rea lly go o d 
intra -pa rty fight fo r 20 y ea rs. So 
there wa s no rea so n their co nv entio n 
flo o r ba ttle this time o v er 1 97 6 dele­ 
ga te a llo ca tio n sho uld ha v e been 
mo re tha n the blo o dless thing it wa s. 
They nev er ha d a cha nce. 
The la st time they wo n so mething 
big wa s 1 952, when Dwight D. Eisen­ 
ho wer to o k the no mina tio n fro m 
Ro bert A. Ta ft. Since then, the 
GOP’s ea stern-ba sed libera l esta b­ 
lishment ha s lo st its grip o n the 
pa rty in presidentia l y ea rs. 
The middle west, so uth a nd west 
ro se to R epublica n presidentia l 
do mina nce with Ba rry Go ldwa ter’s 
no mina tio n in 1 964 , sta y ed in cha rge 
with the cho ice o f President Nix o n in 
1 968 , a nd is still in co ntro l. 
Keeping tha t co ntro l is, in the 
judgment o f so me GOP a na ly sts, 
wha t the delega te a llo ca tio n fight 
wa s a ll a bo ut. In o ther wo rds, it is 
seen here a s a sectio na l struggle, no t 
a big sta te-sma ll sta te thing. The 
m iddle w est-so uthw est elem en ts 
fea r a resurgence o f the lo ng do mi­ 
na nt ea st. 
In the 2 -to -l v o te by which the 
m o re 
co n serv a tiv e 
sectio n s 
swa mped the libera ls in this co nv en­ 
tio n, the la tter’s big v o tes ca me 
mo stly fro m M a ssa chusetts, Co n­ 
necticut, New Yo rk, Pennsy lv a nia , 
New J ersey , Rho de Isla nd a nd Ve- 
mo nt in the ea st. 
Only a ty pica l Ohio , Michiga n, 
Minneso ta , Wisco nsin a nd Orego n 
chipped in much fro m o ther secto rs. 
At issue, o f co urse, wa s a pro po ­ 
sitio n to tie future delega te a llo ca ­ 
tio n much mo re clo sely tha n no w to 
a sta te’s pa rty v o ting strength. This 
na tura lly wo uld giv e pro po rtio na te­ 
ly grea ter delega te numbers to the 


po pulo us ea stern blo c. 
The fina l riv a l co m pro m ise, 
which triumphed 91 0 to 4 3 4 in the 
co nv entio n, did increa se to ta l dele­ 
ga te numbers substa ntia lly fo r 1 97 6 
a nd ma de so me gestures to wa rd 
linka ge with v o ting strength. But it 
co nscio usly a nd delibera tely o v er­ 
sta ted the strength o f the less po pu­ 
lo us sta tes which co mprise the co re 
o f the Republica ns’ presently do mi­ 
na nt sectio ns. 


Co ntra ry to ma ny published re­ 
po rts, the co nserv a tiv e fo rces did 
no t do this o n the presumptio n tha t 
Richa rd Nix o n in 1 97 2 will win the 
electio n by do ing well in their sta tes 
a nd no t in the Ea stern tier. The pub­ 
lished theo ry is tha t the a do pted 
co mpro mise thus wo uld enha nce ra ­ 
ther tha n diminish their current ho ld 
o n the pa rty . 


My pa rty so urces sa y the situa ­ 
tio n is a lmo st the o ther wa y a ro und. 
The do mina nt co nserv a tiv es a re 
lo o king fo r a big Nix o n sweep in 
which he wo uld ta ke the big ea stern 
sta tes a lo ng with mo st o thers. They 
do no t ex pect a sectio na l v icto ry . 
It wa s this fea r tha t wa s decisiv e 
in this ba ttle. The co nserv a tiv es felt 
tha t if ea stern sta tes triumpha nt in 
1 97 2 fo r Mr. Nix o n go t 1 97 6 delega te 
numbers pro po rtio na te to such suc­ 
cess tha t the flo o d ga tes wo uld po ssi­ 
bly be o pened fa r wider nex t time. 
They ha v e no idea wha t further 
cha nges might be ma de in 1 97 6, but 
they drea d the unkno wn. They see 
tha t y ea r a s crucia l to GOP cha nces 
o f beco ming o nce a ga in the na tio n’s 
ma jo rity pa rty . They do n’t wa nt the 
time to a rriv e o nly to disco v er tha t 
they ha v e fa llen into a n ungo v erna ­ 
ble situa tio n, with co ntro l slipping 
ba ck to ea sterners just a s pa rty 
po wer begins to be a n enduring 
p rize.

Henry Kissinger did no t ma ke his 
quickie trip to Sa igo n beca use o f a 
brea kthro ugh a t the Pa ris pea ce 
ta lks o n Vietna m. 
It ca n be sa id with a utho rity this 
meeting with President Thieu o f 
So uth Vietna m ha d been a rra nged 
befo re Kissinger’s secret sessio n 
with Ha no i’s Le Due Tho in Pa ris. 
The Kissinger seco nd-da y meeting 
with Thieu, a dv ertised a s “ unex ­ 
pected.” ha d a lso been a rra nged in 
a dv a nce. 
But recently ca ptured do cuments 
rev ea l No rth Vietna mese co mma n­ 
ders in the So uth ha v e been o rdered 
to ma ke prepa ra tio ns fo r a n ea rly 
cea se-fire. They a re to div ide their 
tro o ps into two ca tego ries. 
One 
gro up wo uld sta y a bo v egro und a nd 
a v a ila ble fo r mo v ement ba ck to 
wha tev er cea se-fire lines a re de­ 
cided o n. 
But selected ca dre fro m ea ch unit 
a re to ma ke prepa ra tio ns fo r go ing 
undergro und, a nd to sta y behind 
when “ a ll” No rth Vietna mese tro o ps 
o fficia lly ma rch to the a greed cea se­ 
fire a rea s. 
At the sa me time, men clo se to 
the secret Pa ris ta lks sa y the No rth 
Vietna mese meeting with Kissinger 
in Pa ris ha v e no t mo dified their stiff 
surrender dema nds in the slightest. 
They still insist o n a co a litio n go v ­ 
ernment do mina ted by Co mmunists, 
a n America n-a rra nged thro wo ut o f 
Thieu, co mplete U.S. withdra wa l 
fro m Indo china a nd a n end to U.S. 
a id fo r Sa igo n. 
Mr. Nix o n is still ho lding o ut 
a ga inst a ny giv e-in o r fa ce-sa v ing 
co m pro m ise with Ha no i which 
wo uld a mo unt to giv ing the Co mmu­ 
nists wha t they dema nd. But this 
Nix o n determina tio n ma y no t la st 
fo r lo ng. 
Kissinger did discuss new po ssi­ 
bilities with Thieu in Sa igo n. Time is 
running sho rt befo re electio n da y 
Despite the public o pinio n po lls 
sho wing him the hea v y fa v o rite, Mr. 
Nix o n is nerv o us a bo ut No v ember, 


remembering pa st upsets. 
Therefo re Mr. Nix o n ha s a cho ice 
to ma ke. He ma y decide so o n tha t 
a ny so rt o f a pea ce is better tha n no 
pea ce a t a ll. He ma y decide to ho ld 
firm with his present co urse. He 
ma y a ttempt to stra ddle. 
So me men clo se to the White 
Ho use believ e tha t wha t Mr. Nix o n 
do es will be determined by Sen. 
Geo rge McGo v ern's strength o v er 
the nex t mo nth. If the So uth Da ko ­ 
ta n’s po pula rity rises sha rply , a nd 
the electo ra l v o te o f key sta tes 
seem s in do ubt, then Mr. Nix o n, 
these men ex pect, will co me up with 
new 
pro po sa ls 
mo re to Ha no i’s 
liking. 
The No rth Vietna mese seem to 
ho ld a simila r v iew. Ha no i’s repre­ 
senta tiv es a bro a d ha v e info rmed 
a sso cia tes a nd Co mmunist lea ders 
in Western Euro pe, Asia a nd else­ 
where they a re co nv inced Mr. Nix o n 
believ es he must ha v e a settlem ent 
by Octo ber to be a bso lutely sure o f 
winning the presidentia l electio n in 
No v ember. They ha v e to ld these 
co nta cts in fo reign la nds they a re 
go ing to wa it Mr. Nix o n o ut— wa it 
fo r him to surrender to their de­ 
ma nds with so me fa ce-sa v ing “ co m ­ 
pro m ise” fo rmula . 
The a ttitude o f the No rth Vietna ­ 
m ese in the secret Pa ris sessio ns 
with Kissinger tends to co nfirm 
these repo rts. Le Due Tho a nd his 
a sso cia tes a re to ugher, mo re fix ed 
in their a ttitudes ev en tha n in the 
pa st, if tha t is po ssible. 
Interestingly , it is no t the co cky , 
a lmo st sneering a ttitude o f the ses­ 
sio ns which fo llo wed Kissinger’s trip 
to the So v iet Unio n. Then, the No rth 
Vietna mese were pa tro nizing a nd 
o ffended Kissinger so deeply he 
fo und it mo st difficult to co ntro l his 
a nger in priv a te when he returned to 
the United Sta tes.

organized group in the country — but no longer . . . the 
v ery thought of the power they can wield is like a breath of fresh, 
clean, crisp air . . . Beautiful, Beautiful!! 
A pamphlet enclosed in the letter tells us that the stock­ 
holders “ are the real owners of business . . . by Inv esting their 
money they hav e helped to create employ ment, ex pand the 
economy , increase scientific knowledge and technical achiev e­ 
ments . . . despite this v ital contribution, the stockholders hav e 
been the v ictims of discrimination and ov er-tax ation; their in­ 
terests completely ov erlooked.“

Revenue Act changes 
affect estimated tax 


Many taxpayers may un­ 
knowingly be in trouble with 
Uncle Sam for failing to file an 
estimated tax declaration for 
1972 at the time of filing their 
1971 tax return. 
According to Kenneth Otten- 
hausen, local manager for H & 
R Block, “The Revenue Act of 
1971 changed many of the 
ground rules and there may be 
taxpayers who will not be re­ 
quired to pay estimated tax, al­ 
though they were required to in 
past years. 
“Under present regulations” 
he stated “a declaration of esti­ 
mated tax will be required only 
if the taxpayer has more than 
$500 in income which was not 
subject to withholding (and) his 
estimated tax liability is more 
than $100; or if all income is 
from wages (subject to with­ 
holding) an estimate is re­ 
quired by regulations in the fol­ 
lowing instances: Taxpayers 
filing under the following clas­ 
sifications— single, head of 
household, surviving widow or 
widower, or married filing 


jointly (only one spouse work­ 
ing ) if wage income is $20,000 or 
more (and) an estimated liabil­ 
ity of $100 or more is anticipat­ 
ed. If married filing jointly 
(both employed) an estimate is 
required if one has wages in ex­ 
cess of $10,000 (and), a balance 
due of $100 is expected. If mar­ 
ried filing separately wages in 
excess of $5,000 necessitates the 
filing of an estimate if a bal-. 
ance due of $100 or more is ex­ 
pected. 


‘The present penalty for fail­ 
ure to file an estimate is six per 
cent per year, prorated to the 
installments underpaid. Ac­ 
tually, if taxpayers have at 
least 80 per cent of their final 
tax liability cm deposit, either 
through withholding or esti­ 
mated payments, (here is no 
penalty involved. But the tax­ 
payer that wants to play safe 
and avoid a penalty for under­ 
payment should definitely 
check the requirements, as 
there are other provisions tnat 
avoid penalties.”

Fo rty -three y ears after he 
had deliv ered the first editio n o f 
the Dix o n Telegrap h an d Lee 
Co u n ty Herald to the p eo p le o f 
the co mmu n ity , J. H. Mo o re 
wro te fro m memo ry so me o f his 
tho u ghts co n cern in g that o cca­ 
sio n . 
The week ly n ewsp ap er, p re­ 
decesso r o f the cu rren t Dix o n 
Ev en in g Telegrap h, was then 
p u blished by Charles E. Fisk 
an d co st $2 a y ear when p aid in 
adv an ce. On the fro n t p age 
masthead o f this first issu e was 
writen : “In bu sin ess, mo rals, 
literatu re, su ccess will cro wn 
y o u r effo rts o n ly thro u gh the 
p ress.” 


The p aragrap hs Mo o re wro te 
fo r a p amp hlet p u blished by the 
Telegrap h in 1894, mak e in ter­ 
estin g readin g an d sho w o n e 
p erso n ’s o bserv atio n s o f Dix o n 
tho se 121 y ears ago . 
“May 1, 1851, was an imp o r­ 
tan t ep o ch in the histo ry o f Dix ­ 
o n . No t that there was an y thin g 
u n u su al, ap p aren tly , abo u t to 
hap p en o n that rather chilly 
mo rn in g, in the q u iet little v il­ 
lage that so p eacefu lly n estled 
alo n g the so u th ban k o f the riv ­ 
er. Bu t n ear n o o n so methin g did 
o ccu r which n ev er in its streets 
o ccu rred befo re, an d which 
fro m that time to this has n ev er 
ceased to o ccu r at least o n ce a 
week , an d fo r the last ten y ears 
has been a daily recu rren ce. 
“A bo y o f 16 was seen with a 
bu n dle o f lo cal p ap ers u n der his 
arm, wen din g his way fro m 
ho u se to ho u se an d dro p p in g 
o n e in side each do o rway . He 


didn ’t hav e v ery far to go , fo r 
the area o f the v illage reached 
bu t little bey o n d the n in e blo ck s 
bo u n ded by Peo ria an d Ottawa 
Av en u es east an d west an d Riv ­ 
er an d Third Streets n o rth an d 
so u th. 
“There were a scatterin g o f 
ho u ses to the west an d p erhap s 
8 o r 10 dwellin gs o n the n o rth 
side o f the riv er. Fro m the edge 
o f the blu ffs at the n o rth en d o f 
the riv er ban k n early ev ery 
ho u se in to wn co u ld be seen at a 
sin gle glan ce, fo r in their cir­ 
cu mscribed areas they were 
n o t p lan ted thick ly en o u gh to 
hide each o ther an d there were 
n o shade trees alo n g the san dy 
‘sidewalk less’ streets. 
“The Co u rtho u se mark ed the 
bo u n ds o f civ ilizatio n in its sec­ 
tio n ; so u th there was a wilder­ 
n ess o f bu sh. The Nachu sa 
Ho u se was o n ly a ho le in the 
gro u n d; the o n ly scho o lho u se 
was 
a 
little o n e 
- 
sto ry 
o n e-ro o med bu ildin g ju st west 
o f the ho le. 
“The o ld dilap idated brick 
bu ildin g o n the edge o f Ellis 
Bo v ey ’s lu mber y ard an d the 
p resen t residen ce o f J. W. Ken t 
were the o n ly chu rches the city 
co u ld bo ast. Certain ly less than 
a co u p le o f hu n dred ho u ses 
serv ed all the p u rp o ses—p u blic 
an d p riv ate—o f the 700 men , 
wo men an d children who made 
u p the su m to tal o f Dix o n in hab­ 
itan ts o n that mo rn in g in May , 
1851. 
“The fro n t ro o m (o f the 
n ewsp ap er o ffice) was filled 
with a few cases o f ty p e, p rin t­ 
er’s sto n e an d the edito r’s chair 


an d table; while an o ld Wash­ 
in gto n han d p ress, a table o n 
which to lay the p rin ted sheets, 
a hu ge chest, the my sterio u s 
recep tacle o f an u n to ld amo u n t 
o f “co p y ”, co mp letely filled the 
rear o f the q u arters. 
“The en tire o u tfit, so wo n der­ 
fu lly gran d in o u r ey es, wo u ld 
n o w mak e the merest amateu r 
smile in derisio n . Bu t o u t o f this 
little ro o m came the first edi­ 
tio n o f the Dix o n Telegrap h an d 
Lee Co u n ty Herald.” 
This, then , is the hin dsight 
v iew o f J. H. Mo o re, lo n g-time 
emp lo y e o f the lo cal n ewsp a­ 
p er, o f the co mmu n ity o f Dix o n 
in which he carried the first p a­ 
p ers p rin ted o v er 40 y ears be­ 
fo re. In that first editio n o f the 
lo cal n ewsp ap er, Edito r-Pu b­ 
lisher Fisk wro te, in p art: 
“After mu ch effo rt an d u n ex ­ 
p ected delay , we are en abled to 
p resen t to y o u the first n u mber 
o f o u r p ap er. We tru st y o u can 
o r will do u s the ju stice to co n ­ 
cede that n o thin g bu t circu m­ 
stan ce bey o n d o u r co n tro l co u ld 
hav e o ccasio n ed this delay . 
“In dep en den t in p o litics an d 
religio n , we shall sho w resp ect 
to all p arties an d en deav o r so 
far as we may in co n sisten ce 
with o u r p o sitio n , to do ju stice 
to all.” 
So this was Dix o n 121 y ears 
ago an d these were so me o f the 
first p rin ted tho u ghts o f the 
n ewsp ap er. Ho w mu ch the 
co mmu n ity , o r the p ap er fo r 
that matter, has chan ged o v er 
this o n e cen tu ry p lu s two dec­ 
ades p lu s o n e y ear time sp an is 
left fo r the reader to determin e.

Panther 
denies tip 
to police 


CHICAGO (AP) — An occu­ 
pant of a Black Panther apart­ 
ment has denied he tipped po­ 
lice about the presence of guns 
and ammunition in the apart­ 
ment, thus sparking a police 
weapons raid in which two Pan­ 
ther leaders were killed. 
Louis Trueluck, 42, thus con­ 
tradicted the long-standing ru­ 
mor during cross-ex amination 
Friday in the Circuit Court trial 
of State’s Atty . Edward V. Han- 
rahan and 13 others charged 
with conspiracy to obstruct jus­ 
tice after the raid. 
Trueluck also testified that it 
would have been impossible for 
a person to escape through a 
living room vent. Earlier testi­ 
mony from another survivor of 
the raid said Fred Hampton 
freq uently practiced ex iting 
from the apartment through the 
unconnected vent. 
Hampton, 20, leader of the Il­ 
linois Panther chapter, and 
Mark Clark, 21, a Panther lead­ 
er from Peoria, were killed in 
the raid Dec. 4, 1969. 
During cross-ex amination de­ 
fense attorney John P. Coghlan 
asked Trueluck, “Did y ou drop 
the dime on the chairman’s 
crib?” The q uestion, translated 
from 
street 
jargon, 
asked 
whether Truluck made a tele­ 
phone call which brought police 
to the apartment. 
“No, that’s a lie,” Trueluck 
answered. 
The q uestion of the vent 
came up when Coghlan sug­ 
gested to Judge Philip J. Ro- 
miti that the vent could have 
been used as a means of escape 
by an occupant of the apart­ 
ment who fired several shots at 
police during the raid. 
Seven unaccounted for .32- 
caliber cartridges were among 
items of evidence later recov­ 
ered from the scene.

“This resu rrectio n o f the black d eed s o f 30 y ears ago 
serv es no p u rp o se.
